Department of Transportation and the Federal Highway asking they give final approval of funding despite the results 
from the non-binding ballot question. 



On Sunday, April 7th Mr. Greeley attended the Housing Corporation of Arlington's 12th Annual Walk. The Greeley 
family is verymuch appreciative ofthe bench placed in front of the Capital Square Building in memory of his late 
brother Brian. 

Mrs. Mahon thanked Chief Ryan for sending out the APD Alert Residents of Day Time Residential House Breaks. In 
recentweeks Arlington Police have responded to a growing number of residential daytime house breaks. The APB 
is working to solve these crimes and is asking residents to take precautions to prevent this type of crime. 

Mrs. Mahon congratulated Captain Juliann Flahertyon receiving a scholarship to attend 
The International Association of Chiefs of Police Conference in Boston on April 22-26, 2013. 

Mrs. Mahon stated thatshe received an e-mail from Terry Bowes regarding the intersection at Medford Street and 
Parallel St. Playground. She frequently walks to West Medford and feels as if she is taking her life in her hands 
trying to cross Mystic Valley Parkway at the rotary with Rt. 60. She would like to know who she can contact regarding 
the installation of a crosswalk at this rotary. Mrs. Mahon asked the Town Manager if he would look into her request, 
and she will forward said e-mail to Mrs. Krepelka and the Town Manager on Tuesday. 

Mrs. Mahon asked theTown Manager to look into the problem at the High School regarding the doorswipes. 

Mr. Curro stated that on Sunday, April 7th, he attended "What Happened to Wanting the Common Good? An 
Afternoon with Author Jim Wallis." Several of Arlington's faith communities met to consider some new approaches 
to our public discussions and work towards the common good. Mr. Curro said it was very well attended. After a 
presentation 

and discussion, there was an opportunity to make new connections with local organizations already working in 
Arlington for the Common Good. 

Mr. Curro stated he and the Town Manager attended a reception before tonight's meeting 
with the 2013 Arlington Cultural Council grant recipients. The Mass. Cultural Council, a 
State agency, awarded fifteen (15) grants, a total of$10,000.to recipients in support of arts 
and humanities. 

Mr. Byrne stated he attended the Master Planning Committee on Thursday, April 4th and asked the Board to save 
the date - June 1st. The Committee is planning on doing another communityget together to build on theirfirst 
meeting in October, 2012.
